The Dole 
draft would have barred legis- 
lative restrictions on the Presi- 
dent’s authority from taking ef- 
fect so long as Americans were 
held prisoner in Cambodia.

With its assertion of the 
President’s authority as Com- 
mander in Chief— the same con- 
stitutional authority cited byi 
Mr. : tfixon for ordering the 
Cambodian intervention — the 
Byrd amendment is certain to 
be supported by the Adminis- 
tration. Senator Robert P. Grif- 
fin of Michigan, the assistant 
Republican leader, immediately 
joined as a co-sponsor of the 
Byrd amendment. 

"Repeatedly in the debate. 
Senators Cooper and Church
